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Senator Daniel K. Inouye (D - Hawaii with whom we have 
had limited tut cordial correspondence), by letter of 8-13-69, has inquired 
as to our dissemination of information regarding Martin Luther King. 
Recommended that altach’ed letter be directed to Senator Inouye advising 
him that our dissemination was on the basis of the proper interest of those 
to whom FBI disseminated and that no purpose would be served in identifying 
those government officials. 

By letter 8-6-69, Senator Inouye made reference to an article 
in the 7-27-69 issue of Parade magazine regarding the immoral conduct of 
King, and the wiretap on King. Inouye inquired as to whether the FBI had 
released any information obtained from the wiretap. By letter 8-8-69 Inouye 
was advised that the FBI did not "leak" information regarding King and that, 
in keeping with our responsibilities, we disseminated information concerning 
King on a high-level basis within the Executive Branch of the Government. 

In his letter of 8-13-69, Inouye asks for the identities of the officials who 
received confidential information on King and inquires whether our letter 
of 8-8-69 implied that these officials may have been responsible for any leak 
of data on King. On this letter the Director noted *T am not implying anything. 
K.” 


The FBI has made dissemination of information on King to 
various high levels of the Government including the White House, the Vice 
President, the Attorney General, and intelligence agencies. We should not 
disclose identities of the officials to whom we have disseminated information. 


If we give Senator Inouye any such list, other members of Congress will 

expect similar treatment in other Bureau matters. _Jn addition, the furnishi; 

of any list to the Senator might also cause him to inquire of the -officials on 

the list whether or not they leaked any data on King,i arid! causing Them to 

be displeased with the FBI for disclosing their identities as recipients of

All a< ros? the South, subtle 
and flagrant obstacles confront the Negro k hen he 
M'rhs to register and vote. Poll taxes lurijr form 
questionnaires, harassment, economic reprisal, and 
sometimes death, meet those ulm dare* to seek this 
exercise of the halh>t. In area* where there is little 
or no attempt to Murk the voting attempts of tJw* 
Negro, apathy generally is dee p!) etched uj>on tlie 
habits of (he community. SCLC w stfi its socialized 
flaff works ot\ both fronts: aiding local coimnuni* 
lies through every means available to secure the 
riglit to vote fe.g. filing complaint? with the CiviJ 
Right?

SCLCs basic program fosters nonviolent resistance 
jo all forms of racial injustice, including state and 
local laws and practices, even when this means 
going to jail; and imaginative, hold constructive 
action to end the demoralization caused by the 
legacy of slavery and segregation— inferior schools, 
slums, and second-class citizenship. Thus, the Con- 
ference works on two fronts. On the one band, it 
resists continuously the system of segregation which 
»s the baste cause of lagging standards; on the 
other hand, it works constructively to improve the 
standards themselves. There MUST be a balance 
between attacking the causes and healing the ef- 
iecU of segregation. 

SCIC and the Beloved Community 

The ultimate aim of SCLC is to foster and create 
the beloved community’ in America where brother- 
hood is a reality. ]t rejects any doctrine of black 
supremacy for this merely substitutes one kind of 
Ijranny for another.

which he el aliaed "Martin* wanted Tor the "Herald Tribune." 
The statement, which decried the loss of President Kennedy, 
indicated that the murder of the President, regardless of 
the identity of the assassin, occurred "in a context of 
violence and hatred which has been boiling up in our Nation 
for the past several years." It further stated that the 
Negro protest which became a revolution last year will not 
now dissolve. The statement indicated that King had 
previously met President Lyndon B. Johnson and that King 
thinks he, President Johnson, realising that civil rights 
is the dominating domestic issue and guided by a correct 
appraisal of realities, will be equipped to be effective 
in getting Congressional; results.

However, a car rented 
by the Department and being used by a Department lawyer was loaned to a private 
citizen who subsequently drove Reverend King from Birmingham to Selma on 
October 15. During that time, the attorney, Thelton Henderson, remained in 
Birmingham. Nevertheless, the use of the car for unofficial business was 

It was also contrary to a statement 
Mr. Henderson originally gave to the Department of Justice. Mr. Henderson 
e forward last night and voluntarily gave a correct account of what occurred.

Father Marquard, in presenting 
the - medal, stated that there had been many objections, in good 
faith, to the Order's bestowing an honor on King. But this

Father Marquard expressed the hope that identifying 
the Order with King would be an aid in removing some obstacles 
from his path.

In accepting the medal. Dr. King said that the award 
ms the first he had received from a Catholic group and as such 
was "dear and meaningful" to him. King said that race relations 
had reached a crisis stage in this country with"a collision of 
the forces of liberation and the forces of domination" . He 
declared that the challenge was to make the principle of 
democracy and Christian ethics a reality. He also indicated 
that before the racial problem could be solved, two myths must 
be dispelled.

Dear Sir: 

On October 31, 1963, I attended the meeting 
of the Marxist Discussion Group at City College 
at which Ben Davis spoke in regard to the Negro 
Revolution in the U.S.A. 

I was amazed at the statements made by Davis 
which were in direct contradiction to my impressions. 
Davis indicated that there is no Communist leadership 
in the Negro revolution and that the only Communist 
influence was that the Negro leaders copied some 
Communist tactics such as mass action and sit-ins. 

I am astounded that at this point the Communist 
Party admittedly has done nothing during the greatest 
social revolution in the history of the United States. 

What do you need to come alive?

A Student from City College 
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Davis stated the civil rights movement should be non-violent 
and he agrees with the principles of Reverend Martin Luther King 
in this regard. 

Davis felt that since the President was not protecting the 
people in the Southern Staten, committees should be formed to 
protect the Negro people, which could be armed committees. 

Though the movement is continually getting more white 
"allies," more are still needed. He stated a lot of white youth - 
are helping out and more of them are needed. 

Davis stated the leadership of this American revolution 
is not Communist led. The people in leadership are dedicated 
men and are capable of doing a good job without being Communist. 
While the leadership is not Communist , he knows that many of the 
tactics of the ir.ov anient s ami ^ c onirn u ri i s t i c tactics ^ since 
Communists believe in mass action and direct action, such as 
sit-ins. The movement is getting large groups together and acting 
as one group. 

A question and answer period followed Davis' speech. 

The source also stated that Davis was well received by the 
audience of about 130 students. There was no standing ovation 
for him but he was received with more than the usual amount of 
applause.

Eric Eisenberg, Chairman of the meeting, introduced guest 
speaker Ben Davis as a Communist leader. 

Davis spoke for about 45 minutes on the topic of "The Negro

lution. This revolution is not just being led by the Negro 
people. It is an American revolution for the benefit of civil 
liberties of both the Negro and the White. He indicated that 
he does not like the action of President John F. Kennedy on 
civil rights. He felt the President should do more for the 
protection of civil rights and should not compromise on a strong 
civil rights bill.

On May 18, 1961, a source advised that the Marxist Discussion 
Club (MDC) of City College of New York, 139th Street and Convent 
Avenue, New York City, is a student organization which was 
formed several years ago by the students for the purpose of 
conducting a balanced program of pro-Marxist and anti-Marxist 
speakers, and to hold discussions about Marxism, 

The source stated that the MDC holds a charter at the 
College as a recognized campus activity, must conform to the 
rules of the College, and is entitled to the same privileges 
of all student organizations. 

The source stated that although not all members of the 
MDC are sympathetic with the Communist Party (CP), the MDC 
seems to attract many students with such sympathies , ^and has 
often chosen as its faculty advisor a member of the faculty 
who at one time or another has gained some notoriety in 
connection with CP front organizations. 

On May 14, 1963, a second source advised that the MDC is 
comprised of "Stalinists" and the children of CP members 
together with the youth of the CP periphery. The source stated 
that the club is reportedly the strongest CP youth force on 
the campus and is supposed to be the strongest CP oriented 
youth club existing at any College in New York City at the 
time. The activities of the club comprise of demonstrations 
in behalf of civil liberties and the peace movements. 
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Assistant Attorney General Marshall was contacted with 
reference to the letter which had been drafted to Senator Russell for 
the AG's signature. The undesirable language in this letter referring to 
sensitive FBI sources was discussed with Marshall. He said that ne 
could see our point but that since this was the AG's letter which r. ad 
already been discussed with the President, he thought we should go p 
and see the AG about it. 


The AG read the letter with the proposed deletions and said he 
was not certain that it would accomplish the purpose. He called the 
President and told him that I had come into his office with Burke 
Marshall about the letter and objected that it might result in the 
disclosure of a very valuable Bureau source. He read the revised 
letter to the President who was not satisfied. The AG and Burke 
Marshall then redrafted the letter three times. As each draft was 
completed, the AG telephoned the President and read the proposal to 
him. None of the drafted letters were apparently acceptable, the

I Additionally, Baldwin and Jones discussed Baldwin’s 

public statement of September 18 , 1963 , issued at a press 
conference in New York City. According to the "New York 
Herald Tribune", September 19, 1963, Baldwin is quoted as 
bitterly criticizing the Kennedy Administration and the FBI 
for their "lack of action" following the Birmingham bombing, 
September 15, 1963. The "New York Times" of September 19, 

1963, additionally quotes Baldwin as saying "I blame J. Edgar 
Hoover in part for events in Alabama. Negroes have no cause 
to have faith in the FBI". This source also stated that Jones 
told Baldwin that he had received a call from an attorney 
"who works In an office of the Justice Department" . According 
to this source, this attorney advised Jones that Baldwin’s 
statement had caused "quite a stir", stating further "you* re 
going to be hearing from us". 

Jones further advised Baldwin that Baldwin' s press 
statements were a most significant contribution. Jones further 
stated that he was disturbed over the proposed conference of 
Negro leaders with the President scheduled for September 19, 
1963. Jones felt that this conference could do more harm than 
good. Baldwin stated that he felt that Kennedy should go to 
. Alabama and Jones replied "the President cannot be let off 
the hook on this thing". Jones further added that Baldwin's 
press statement had been a very valuable contribution and that 
It reflected that general consensus of opinion of the majority 
of Negroes in Birmingham. Baldwin agreed that the feeling 
existed not only in Birmingham but elsewhere. Baldwin then 
spoke of something his sister had said to his mother, "Negroes 
are thinking seriously of assassinating Martin Luther King". 
Jones then stated that he believed that the feeling in the 
South is one of "crisis in the efficacy of non-violent movement"" 

In a further discussion of the Birmingham bombing 
Jones questioned the "efficacy of the FBI in cases like this".
